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PREFACE 


THE authors wish to make the usual acknowledgments 
to the books which they have consulted and to those 
who have been kind enough to offer suggestions. Among 
the former they are specially indebted to A Grammar 
of Classical Latin, by Arthur Sloman (C.U. Press), 
an invaluable book, though beyond the reach of the 
elementary pupil. An attempt is made in this book to 
separate the forms used by authors of the classical period 
from other forms commonly given without comment in 
grammar books: for this reason its conclusions have 
been generally aecepted. 

Though the idea of this Grammar is one which the 
authors have had for some years, they were considerably 
stimulated by an article by Mr. W. F. Gosling in 
The A.M .A. of May 1937, entitled ‘ A Revised Kennedy.’ 
In particular they were in agreement with the suggestions 
that compound verbs should receive more attention and 
that lists of ‘regular’ words should be given: in the 
choice of the latter they owe a great debt to Professor G. 
Lodge’s The Vocabulary of High School Latin. 
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INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


THE main aims of this Grammar are to lay stress on 
what is common and essential and to make learning as 
easy as possible. For example :— 


(a) Many rare words appear in grammars merely be- 
cause they are irregular: these are here omitted—so, 
too, are rare alternative forms. 


(6) Greater prominence than usual is given to com- 
pound verbs; the neglect of these in the usual elementary 
grammars leads to ignorance of them later and the 
avoidance of their use in prose composition. 


^ (c) Genders are distinguished by the use of colours in 
printing : this has been found by experience to be a great 
help to the majority of pupils. 

(d) The selection of words for inclusion in the reference- 
lists (see p. 117) has been to a large extent based on the 
modern ' word-count': by this means a vocabulary typical 
of the best-known works of standard authors is repre- 
sented. These lists should prove to the pupil that the 
rule is more common than the exception.

Aprilis, -e. Augustus, -a,-um. December, -bris, -bre. 


July was called after Julius Caesar, who reformed the calendar, 
giving the "months the number of days they now have. Formerly this 
month was called Quintilis (Sth, reckoning from March as the first 
month). 

August was called after Augustus, the first Roman Emperor: it was 
formerly called Sextilis. 


Each month had three chief days :— 


Kalendae ! (Kalends)—1st of month. 
Nonae !(Nones)—5th or 7th ,,
